if the Anfwer to it is that fhe is at the Church 
with him, and fo the Objeé&t being Prefent, is 
too Powerful for his Imagination and Interrupt 
his Devotion, in fpight of all his Reliftance 
they cannot think he’ would have troubled the 
Society with f weak a Thought, fince his own

“not to-be, and thie they ought not fo live to- 
gether, and Cchabit as in fucb a Relation. 
Thus the Original Contra& is D h'y’d, and 
declar’d Null; and in chis Cafe tne ihing ap- 
pears with another Face, the Perf. n- are ta be 
efteem’d as two thac had never’ been Married 
at all, and are doubrlefs free, voth by the Laws 
of God and Man to Marry who they pleafe. 
The Law of God, without donbr, allows it,

in which it ufually is found, may as well be call’d 
Detaching it, as any thing ; fince there is no- 
thipg inthe word {pecial or peculiar, to make 
applicable to moving things, and no other; If 
he had faid a Biftion had March’d out from the 
Lines, it had been Nonfence, but as it is, they 
find coo juft room for the Ob}. ion.
